Early Life in California,

At the recent Piowneer Celebration in San
Frll!il\'i:-il_'(), ,\h dohn B, “l“l.'“ lli‘ll\'i‘t's'rl nn
oration rich in reminiscence of early life in
California. The following is an interesting
passage; —

Of the army of twenty thousand men who
in May, 1849, broke eamp at various points
on the banks of the Missouri river, between
Council Bluffs and Independence, to march
to the land of gold, I was one. A few had
pack animals or mnle teams, but mest had
oxen—three yoko and three men to g w

as there was then no s34 in the wiinoes,
and we knew not caon we should find a
h‘!:]rply. 4% for the men, we weve the flower
. the West; uemrly all young, active,
healthy, many well educated, all full of

hope and enthusinsm, In our ignorance of
the nature of auriferous deposits we expected,
nnless particularly unfortunate, to strike
laces where we should dig up two or three
undred pounds of gold in n day without &if-
fioulty, In visions by day, and in drenms by
night, we saw ourselves in the possession of
treasures more splendidfthan those that daz.
zled the oyes of Aladdin, We compared our-
selves to the Avgonnuts, to the army of Alex.
ander starting to conquer Persia, to the Cru-
giders.  Onr enthnsinsm was waintained by
our pumbers,  The road, as far as we ocould
gee Ly day from the highest wonntaing, waa
lined with men aud wagons; at uight the enmp
| ﬁf'mi glenmed liko the lights of a city set on a
| I‘,‘“'. Our bright anticipations saffered no
diminution as we wivanced on our jonrney;
vexations, and tivcsome a8 many of the de-
lays were, we nsvir forgot, we never donbted
the reward thai wis to compensate ns. The
long warch of tw, thousand miles (for we
were nearly 6ll s1oot,and there wore no seats in
the wagons), tho tording and ferrying of cold
and swift rivers, the reprated preparations for
Indinn attacks, of which false alarms wers
spread; the tediouy ;Vumliug of the cattle at
night, the long wvches over the deserts, the
oppressive hents ind the still more oppressive
dust of the alluline plaing, the toilsome
ascent of the wountaing which seemed so
uteep that we doubted whether our oxen could

cheerfully, vet without regrot that we had
venlured npon them, I ean mention, but [
eannol deseribe, my feelings on finding that
a dewert which we expoctad to cross in fi.ll‘ly
miles was much longer, and on being told by
aman who met us that he had been thirty
miles beyond and fonnd no sign of grass or
witer. Our oxen were already exhausted, and
such a distance was impracticable, Nobody
that we knew had ever been over the road,
nor had we nny guide. We went on,
however, and found two families, men,
women, and children, in tears, their oxen all
dead, themselves holpless, Weo still pressed
ony and the next morning we and the uufor-
tunate familics were in camp on an onsis, and
fiddling and dancing followed the snffering.
Neither ean I deseribe the delight with which
we looked from the summit of the Sierm
Nevada over the distant valloy of the Saocra.

Grotesque Epitaphs,

The Pall Mall Gusette fays
